Hero he huntoil bniTiilo, runginK over 
the BiilViilo Praiiic whicli .'xIoiuIm ISO 
miles fi-oiu tho I'oi ks of Ihf Siiskiitchowaii. 
Ho romaino,! at the fm-ks in January and 
left for ly.iko Atii:U):isc'a on tho ;!r(l l'\>b. 
which ho roiichoil in 22 days. Loft tho 
lake on tho 12th of March, travelling on 
snowshoes at times and Boraotinuis in 
dog slndRos of which ho had two, drawn 
by^four IvMininianx dogs to oacli. Oiio 
of thodoi;s, a biMutifnl specimtm of thftt 
brticd, is'with tlio t'aptain and appeara to 
enjoy civilization. Onr intrepid travoUor 
roaciiod the foolliills of tho Rockies in 
32 days and entered tho Proviuoo by tlio 
Peace River ronte. The ice broke by tho 
1st of May, which enabled Capt. Butlor to 
work luH w.ay up tho rivor and reach tlie 
Omiuoca iii 22 day.^, wlieii ho met !ilr. 
Sylvester, tho exp'rossman, returning on 
his down trip and they both travellfd for 
Stitnrt's Lake. Tlio snow was foot deep 
on Nation lliver Mountain and on Bald 
Mountain. Kea;iied tho Lftkfl on the 
lat of June; there got horses and 
Btartod for the :\Ionth of (luesnol, whore 
tliey arrived the ord of tho same month 
ftud whore Capl. Butler took Barnar.l's 
stage down to Yah; and reached Victoria, 
having travelled l.^DO inil'.^! in intonsaly 
cold weatlier, the theniiomoter falling ot 
times to 40 behe.v z u-O. 

Capt. Butler r. ports about 250 minors 
nt tho Oniiiieea mines, and several pro.s- 
IJOJting parlies out. He found bitumo- 
nous tar in oonsidorablo quantities near 
Peace River and largo deposits of lino 
table salt on Slave River between the 
Athabasca and tho Great Slave Lakes; 
also plenty of wild game on Peace River. 
Capt. Butler boars testin.ony to the ox- 
oellont and friendly disposition shown 
by tho Indians along tho whole route, the 
result of the admirable manner in whicii 
they have been dealt with by the Hudson 
Bay Company's olheors at tho various tra- 
ding po:;ts. The halfdireed population are 
numerous on the other aide, reaching 
about 2000 on tlio Saskatchewan and 10,- 
000 on Red Rivi^r. Capt Butler describus 
thoni as intelligent, brave, and hardy, as 
skilled horsemen and unerring mark.smon, 
t and in every way calculated to form a fine 
militia force especially if trained and or- 
ganized as irregular troops. The natives 
number about 700 souls all told.

It is scari;ely possible to iideij iiiitely des- 
cribe the excitement and i>aiii in Ross 
and the noighborbood. Skyrnie was one 
of the most respected men in the phici-, 
ap|)arently o])en-handoil and opcu-ln.'art 
r.'d, generous to a fault, acces,-.! hie and 
ph'asaiit, without prriruit ion ur pride, 
living to all appearance within his 
means, with a young wit'o, and all up- 
licarod Inqipincss and prosperity. Jlany 
shook their heads at his buildings and 
iithor lipecidations, but as ta fraud no one 
droitiiqit about it. lie appeared ioo frank, 
oiH'ii, and siiiipli! to lio \i foi'gi'r. Now it 
appears be made a will the day iu; die.l, 
and tho syiiqjtnins im hi-, sinldeii ilbiess 
were ratlior inconsistent widi apoplexy. 
Tho fact that he hail next to muol exas- 
perat'jd creditoi a in Olimoo.stor, and that 
in a few day. s a forgery must oomo to 
light, point to poison fta being tho pro- 
bable Oftuae of Amih.-'Ijim'pool Gom ifr.
